In recommending that the strik- 
ers return to work Sentner assert- 
ed the company needed operating 
capital and was negotiating a re- 
financing plan. “Your job depends 
on that, too,” he explained. 

Several speakers from the ranks 
urged that the strike be continued 
until the company signed an agree- 
ment granting a 50-cént hourly 
minimum wage. 


Century Electric Co. Continues to 
Under Injunction. 

The Century Electric Co. con- 
tinued operations today under pro- 
tection of a temporary injunction 
granted on Tuesday by Circuit 
Judge. Robert J. Kirkwood, re- 
straining C I O union members 
from mass picketing and interfer- 
ence with employes who desire to 
work. A strike was declared at 
the Century plants, 1806 and 1817 
Pine street, on April 12 by the Unit- 
ed Electrical & “Radio Workers’ 
Union of America, which is seek- 
ing recognition as sole agency for 
collective bargaining for the 1450 
production employes. 

R. N. Hill, factory manager, said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that more 
employes reported for work this 
morning than on yesterday, when 
production was resumed following 
a week’s layoff. He declined to 
give the number at work. Union 
pickets said they counted 114 em- 
ployes entering the plants yester- 
day. 

Under the court order permitting 
peaceful picketing, no effort was 


made by pickets to block the plant 


entrances this morning. A strong 
police detail continued on duty at 
the scene. 

Hill denied the company had 
broken faith with Leonard C. Ba- 
jork, regional director of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board here, 
by resuming operations. Bajork, in 
a statement yesterday, said 
been in conference with Century 
offcers, who had not mentioned 
plans for reopening. Hill pointed 
out that a letter sent to employes 
on April 15 with pay checks stated 
that, if an injunction was granted 
“you will be free to return to work 
without interference.” 

Three Employes Report Attack. 


A company proposal to end the 
C I o union strike at the St. Louis 
Car Co., 8000 North Broadway, was 
unanimously rejected last night by 
500 strikers, meeting at Hibernian 
Hall, on the ground that the wage 
increase offered was insufficient. 


The strike was called March 30 


by the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin. Workers, which 
says it represents virtually the en- 
tire shop force. union con- 
tends there are about 720 employes, 
while the company has placed the 


number at 900. 


In negotiations between a strike 
committee and Edwin B. Meissner, 
company president, the strikers de- 
manded recognition of their organ- 
ization as sole bargaining agency, 
a reduction in hours from 50 to 40 
a week and wage increases ranging 
from 20 to 40 per cent. In a coun- 
ter proposal the company offered 
a wage increase of 5 per cent on 
hourly rates, a 44-hour week and 


recognition of the union as sole partly 


bargaining agency, John Doherty,, 
organizer for the Steel Workers’ 
Organizing Committee, reported at 
the meeting. 

Speakers recommending rejection 
of the offer argued that the pro- 
posed 5-per-cent increase was too 
small to offset the reduction in 
hours they wanted.

10 Per cent Increase in Motor Fuel 
Consumption in 1936 Over 
1935.

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Fed- 
eral Highway officials said today 
that states received. $691,420,000 
from taxes on more than 18,000,000,- 
000 gallons of gasoline last year. 
States’ receipts for this source were 
$619,677,000 in 1935. 

The Bureau of Public roads re- 
ported a 10.8 per cent increase in 
motor fuel consumption compared 
with 1935, with every State except 
North Dakota showing a gain. 

Every State imposed a gasoline 
tax, the levies averaging 3.85 cents. 

States reporting a consumption 
increase of more than 15 per cent 
included Alabama, Arizona, Idaho, 
Mississippi, Montana, New Mexico, 
Oregon, Tennessee, W and 
Wyoming. The bureau said all 
these imposed taxes of from five to 
seven cents a gallon, except Wyom- 
ing where the rate was four cent.

MOSCOW, April 22.—The vast ex: 
tent of wrecking activities in Rus- 
sian industry was disclosed to cat 
nation yesterday by Vyacheslav 
Molotov, president of the Council 
of People’s Commissars. 

Though admitting all the facts 
were not known yet, he said “we 
already know enough to say that 
serious injury has been inflicted 
on our national economy, and on 
heavy industry in particular.” 

Molotov’s survey of wrecking 
and other activities, by what he 
called “Trotskyist and other agents 
in heavy industry and other divi- 
sions of our system,” was given 
in a speech made before the plenum 
of the Communist party last 
month and published yesterday. 

“Already hundreds of business 
managers with Communist party 
tickets, as well as non-party en- 
gineers and technicians occupying 
responsible positions in the Com- 
missariat of Heavy Industry, 
where they have been carrying out 
criminal wrecking activities for a 
number of years, have been ex- 
posed,” he said. “It is necessary 
that all roots of ‘this criminal 
gang be completely exterminated 
as soon as possible.” 

Names Ex- Officials as Wreckers. 

He named five former vice-com- 
Miissars, intluding four former 
vice-commissars for agriculture, as 
among the wreckers discovered in 
the past. 


One must bear in mind,” said 


Molotov, “that all the criminal 
activities were only preparatory to 
more serious and more dangerous 
blows to be inflicted on the coun- 
try in the future with the beginning 
of war.” 

If the wrecking gangs had not 
been discovered, he said, “the 
country would have encountered 
serious difficulties, on the outbreak 
of a war, in fulfillment of military 
and economic tasks.” . 

He said agriculture, the timber, 
food, light, copper and rubber in- 
dustries, water transport, metal- 
lurgy and machinery branches of 
the national economy all suffered. 
Wreckers in the copper industry, 
he declared, caused the loss of 80,- 
000 tons of copper as well as the 
suspension of work in three big 
shafts for three months. 

200,000 Worthless Tires. 

‘He said the head of the rubber 
industry confessed that by mixing 
up the synthetic rubber formula 
the Yaroslav rubber factory suc- 
ceeded in turning out 200,000 worth- 
less tires in 1936. 

' Molotov further declared . wreck- 
ers succeeded in killing six work- 
men in 1936 through the introduc- 
tion of poison gas in the Rostov 
agricultural machinery plant 
which United States Ambassador 
Joseph E. Davies visited in March.

Louis 
County and Jackson County, including 
the cities of St. Louis and Kansas City, 
receive only 13 per cent of ‘the school 
fund even though they pay 45 per cent 
of the sales tax, 57 per cent of the prop- 
erty tax and 90 per cent of the income 
tax? 


The inference in your editorial of 
March 7, 1937, is that enrollment should 
be the basis of distribution of State 
school funds. What was the real motive 
behind the 1981 school law? Why did 
Gov. Caulfield's commission, which was 
appointed to study Missouri's school sys- 
tem, call upon the nation’s best experts 
—Dr, Strayer and Dr. Engelhardt of Co- 
.Jumbia University? In their study, what 
was found to be the great weakness of 
Missouri's schools? Was it that more 
State aid was needed to be given to the 
two large centers of population, merely 
because they had large enrollments and 
because wealth was concentrated there? 

Poor rural districts and poor counties 
do not have sufficient taxable valuation 
to maintain their public schools at even 
a reasonable standard. Neither are 
there sufficient local incomes nor suffi- 
cient local spending from which the in- 
come and sales tax can render any ap- 
preciable financial support for schools, 
The equalization principle of school fi- 
naneing is the only remedy in our mod- 
ern times, Pity Missouri should it turn 
its back on the famous 1931 school law, 
based upon the equalization principle.

Dr. Thomas Parran, who came 
to St. Louis for the current meeting of physicians, 
has made war on this dread disease the major ob- 
jective of his administration. 
Always a vicious, ostrich-like policy, the old hush- 
hush against public discussion of venereal diseases 
must be abandoned. Ignorance and nineteenth-cen- 
tury prudery can no longer be permitted to stand 
in the way of meeting Public Health Enemy No. 1 in 
the open, where all can see and understand what is 
at stake. The various units of government must 
join in offering every possible help, including free 
treatments for those who cannot pay for it. In the 
interest of accurate scientific knowledge, physicians 
must make it a rule to attribute deaths due to venereal 
disease to that and not to some “less offensive” cause. 
We can do for the health of men and women and 
children and babies—for thousands of babies are born 
with and die of syphilis every year in the United 
States—what Scandinavia has done. If Norway, Swe- 
den and Denmark can reduce the total of their new 
cases each year to less than 2000, there is no excuse 
for a rate of 50,000 new cases annually in New York, 
whose population is about the same. We can arouse 
public opinion, educate people in all levels of society 


in the Seandinavian countries. 
Here is a war to save life and conserve resources. 
May crowded ranks carry it forward on every front!

Mail early in the day. A survey under his direction 
shows that while 39 of St. Louis’ 90 mail trains leave 
between 9-a, m. and 6 p. m. daily, 77 per cent of all 
mail dispatched reaches the postoffice after 5 p. m.

There will be a swift growth of 

union organization, more central- 
ized than ever before, because it is 
vertical and comprehensive, and 
with greater possibilities of polit- 
ical power. But whether, from the 
viewpoint of the total community, 
these gains are good or bad, de- 
pends entirely upon labor states- 
manship. 

Few enlightened or reasonable 
people will question Mr. Lewis’ pri- 
mary premise: that labor is entitled 
toa larger slice of the pie of pro- 
duction. Not only is labor entitled 
to it, but it is in the interests of 
the general welfare that labor 


‘should have it. 


But if labor is to hold these gains 
in economic and political power, it 
will have to demonstrate to that 
part of the community whicn is not 
in its ranks, that it is not, itself, 
bent on exploitation. It will have 
to develop a social consciousness 
larger than a mere labor conscious- 
ness. For labor itself is capable 
of adopting the basic policies of the 
most unenlightened capitalism— 
policies of monopoly, rigidity and 
scarcity economy, which can have 
disastrous consequences for the to- 
tal community, and, in the end, dis- 
astrous consequences for itself. For 
the public is perfectly aware that 
there is such a thing as a tyranny 
ol trade union bureaucracy. We 


have seen it elsewhere, and we have 
seen it often enough here at home. 
— „ — 


Not all the opposition to trade- 


union practices comes from eco- 


nomic royalists jealously defending 
the larger portion of the pie. It is 
a fact that some industrialists with 
the most enlightened attitude to- 
ward labor are apprehensive of 
trade unionism on sound economic 


They have not opposed the union- 
ization of their plants because they 
are anxious to screw down wages, 
or stretch out hours, or foist upon 
the workers unhealthy conditions. 
Among them are industrialists who 
have consistently paid wages above 
the union level, offered hours short- 
er than those established by the 
unions, and added bonuses, pen- 
sions, recreational facilities and 
many other things as well. 

What they hate in the unions is 
the ca’canny policy which sabo- 
tages production by ertablishing the 
maximum efficiency per worker at 
the level of the most inefficient; 
by laying down rules which add ter- 
rifically to the waste of materials 
and power; by hampering the train- 
ing of badly needed skills. 

In all capitalist countries, the 
unions engage in practices which 
would never be tolerated for an in- 
stant in a Socialist state. For the 
Socialist society is right on a funda- 
mental thing; Socialism demands 
of the workers more and better 
production at more and more rea- 
sonable prices, It forbids the sabo- 
taging of the productive apparatus. 
It is basically hostile to the idea 
of a scarcity economy. 

It insists that the worker shall 
have his full share of the total pro- 
duction. But it also insists that he 
shall produce, and that, once de- 
cent and humane standards are 
established, he shall devote 
self with zeal to raising the total 
standard of living by improving the 
quality and efficiency of produc- 
tion, and eliminating waste. 


If, inside a capitalist or semi- 
capitalist society, the community 
undertakes to guarantee to the 
worker certain minimum standards 
and certain economic rights, then 
society will inexorably demand that 
those rights should not be abused 


fat the cost of the community. If 


they are abused, society will rebel, 
and not always in the most pleas- 
ant form. 

In many countries, I have seen 
strong trade unions enter into 
compacts with capitalistic produc- 
ers, whereby the farmers, small 
business, the independent profes- 
sions—all the unorganized part of 
the community, which is invariably 
the larger part—has been soullessly 
gypped. 

Organized labor has the duty and 
responsibility of protecting itself. 
But it also has the responsibility of 
seeing that it contributes, mani- 
festly, to the stability, well-being 


and steadily increasing wealth of 
| the society of which it is only a 


| part. Anything short of raising the 


level of the total well-being is not 
enough. 

Not only must labor get a larger 
slice of the existing pie; we need 
bigger and better pies altogether. 
We need to increase the total na- 
tional income, as represented by 
real goods and services. 

It has never at any time, under 
any system of distribution, been 
sufficent to assure a decent life to 
the whole people. And that means, 
among other things, better and more 
skillful work, the elimination of 
waste, the abandonment of sabo- 
tage, respect for the whole people 
and whole-hearted collaboration 


with every force and every mechan-

Strain and cool. Add the pineapple 
juice and lemon and just before 
serving add the crushed ice and 
ginger ale.

“Balancing budgets is the subject | 
of much ‘discussion these days, | 


especially in the homes where the 
food budget has been stralned. So 
now it may be necessary to econo- 
‘mize if both sides of the ledgers 
are to come out even. 
Fortunately, so far as meat is 
concerned, ‘nutritive value does not 
depend on price. The less-demand- 
ed cuts contain the same kind of 
high quality proteins, minerals and 
vitamins, as do the choicer cuts. 
The greatest difference lies in. the 
methods of cooking which are re- 
quired to make them tender. In 


most cases, the less-demanded cuts 
need long slow cooking by moist 
heat, the one exception being when 
certain mechanical means, such as 
grinding, are used to increase ten- 
derness. ; 


Methods of Cooking. 

The methods of cooking by moist 
heat are three in number —braising. 
stewing, and Cooking in water. It 
is very important in using any of 
these methods of cooking that the 
temperature be kept low. Meat 
should never allowed to boil. A 
simmering temperature of 185 de- 
grees is high enough to cook the 
meat, yet not too high to toughen 
it. This is the temperature at 
which there is a slight movement 
under the surface of the water. As 
the French cooks say, “The water 
should ‘smile, not laugh.” . 

Braising, stewing, and cooking in 
water are similar in many respects. 

raising. 

Braising is the method used for 


browned on all sides in hot lard, a 
small amount of liquid is added, 
the meat covered tightly, and al- 
lowed to cook very slowly on top 
of the stove or in a moderate oven 
(300-350 degrees) until done. 
Variety may be gained in this 
method of cooking by the use of 


and different seasonings. ‘Tomato 
juice, meat or vegetable stock, or 
dilute vinegar may each be used as 
the liquid if desired. Various season- 
ings such as onion, garlic, bay-leaf, 
and other spices may be added to 
the liquid. : 

Economical cuts of meat suitable 
for this method of cooking are: 
Chuck pot-roast, chuck steaks, short 
ribs of beef, rump pot-roasts, heel 
of round pot-roasts, beef heart, pork 
shoulder steaks, lamb riblets, and 
lamb neck slices. 

Stewing. 

Stews can be very delicious if 
properly made. The meat is first 
cut into small pieces which may or 
may not be dredged with flour and 
browned in hot lard. They are cov- 
ered with water and allowed to 
simmer slowly until, the meat is 
done. Vegetables are added just 
long enough before serving that 
they are done. 

There are many different kinds 
of stew, but they are all based on 
the same method of cookery. 
Whether a stew is cooked in a 
casserole dish in the oven and 
topped with baking powder biscuits, 
made into a pot-pie with fluffy 
dumplings, or seasoned with soy 
sauce for chop suey, it is a stew 
just the same. The variety gained 
by the use of different vegetables, 
seasonings, and ways of serving 
makes the stew a constant chal-

less-tender ones: Beef chuck, neck 
and shank; lamb and veal shoulder 
and breast. 


Cooking in Water. 


This method of cooking common- 
ly is known as “boiling.” How- 
ever, since it has been found that 
meat should never be boiled, it is 
more frequently referred to as 
“cooking in water.” The meat, 
usually cut in one large piece, is 
put in a kettle of simmering water 
and cooked at this temperature un- 
til done. |

I FUTURE OF b. l. f. 


Says It Is Composed of Dis- 
organized Individuals, Heirs 
to American Tradition. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 22.—Ogden L. 
Mills, former Secretary of the 
Treasury, described the Republican 
party last night as “17,000,000 quite 
thoroughly disorganized individuals 
who are the heirs of American tra- 
dition—there being no other claim- 
ants.” 

His address before the new 
School for Social Research was the 
first of a series of lectures Mills 
is to deliver before the school on 
“the future of the Republican 


party.” : 

“Today there exists a strongly 
organized, well-led militant New 
Deal party—and, I might add, it is 
a well fed New Deal party as well,” 
he said. “It proclaims a political 
philosophy new to America. 

“For want of a better name we 
call it the New Deal party. While 
it has taken over the name and or- 
ganization of the historic Demo- 
cratic party, it has nothing in com- 
mon with it. In fact—and as every 
Democrat knows—it repudiates ev- 
ery major article of Democratic 
faith. 

“That is why I say the Demo- 
cratic party, as it has been known, 
has ceased to exist. > 

Old Issues Gone. 

“That is almost as true of the 
Republican party. The issues which 
gave it vigor in its prime have van- 
ished. The conditions which en- 
sured its political supremacy have- 
disappeared. Pennsylvania, Mich- 
igan and Ohio are doubtful states. 


New York, Illinois and Massachu- 


setts have already gone over to the 
other side. 

“Today two political forces are 
fighting for supremacy in the 
world. 

“One is all powerful collectivism. 
The other is individualism. I be- 
lieve the hope of mankind is in free 
individuals determined to keep 
what is worth preserving, especial- 
ly their freedom of choice. 

“But if in this country the 17,- 
000,000 who voted ‘no’ are to be 
united in a revitalized and militant 
organization they must have lead- 
ership. They must have the capac- 
ity to develop a program. They 
must demonstrate they are not 
fighting for empty and outworn 
ideals. They must be prepared to 
satisfy the legitimate demands of 
the people. Above all they must 
have unshakable faith and unchal- 
lengable sincerity. 

Party of Conservatism. 

“In view of the present-day per- 
version of the meaning of the term 
‘liberal’ I would make this the party 
of conservatism. 

“That a conservative party, fully 
alive to the needs of the day, but 
with its roots grounded in the 
American tradition, can soon be- 
come the dominant party I enter- 
tain no doubt. Americans do not 
favor the destruction of their in- 
stitutions. Once alive to where the 
present movement leads them they 
will assert their will in no uncer- 
tain way. 

“The American people of today 
have no intention of bestowing on 
the State that divine right of ab- 
solutism their forefathers took 
away from kings years ago.”

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He attacked the request of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt for authority from 
Congress to reorganize the execu- 
tive départments of the Federal 
Government. He likewise assailed 
the proposal for expansion of the 
Supreme Court. : 

Regarding the executive depart- 
ment reorganization, he said: “Con- 
sidered on its merits, as a proposal 
made under the normal condition 
of effective checks and balances in 
the Government, this seems to me 
in principle desirable. 

“But, in view of all the other pow- 
ers which Mr. Roosevelt seeks to 
vest in the presidency, it has a eu- 
mulative significance which cannot 
be ignored. It substitutes for the 
statutory organization of the exec- 
utive branch of the Government the 
personal organization of the Presi- 
dent. 

Lippmann asserted that, if the 
Supreme Court proposal were real- 
ized, “the majority of the court 
would represent the personal philos- 
ophy of one man for nearly 40 
years.” 

General Welfare Clause. 

He said the Chief Executive's per- 
sonal philosophy was that the gen- 
eral welfare clause of the Federal 
Constitution empowered the Feder- 
al Government to “do whatever it 
deems desirable for the general wel- 
fare.” 

“Thus,” he continued, we are 
confronted with a proposal to make 
a new Supreme Court which will be 
dominated by judxes who believe 
that the Federal Government has 
power to do anything which Con- 
gress considers conducive to the 
general welfare.” 

Lippmann added: “I do not be- 
lieve Mr. Roosevelt seeks to per- 
petuate his own personal power be- 
yond the four-year term to which 
he is elected. But I do believe that 
if, in these four years the habits 
of constitutionalism are destroyed, 
it may be very difficult to revive 
them.” '

son. 

“One of the times she said she 
was too busy—that she had to get 
her hair curled,” Miss Semple tes- 
tified. — 

Miss Semple said the reconcilia- 
tion atfémpts followed a violent 
quarre] at the Temple parsonage 
last Labor Day over whether Giles 
Knight ‘should become business 
manager without responsibility to 
the board of trustees, of which Miss 
Semple was a member. 

During one reconciliation conver- 


sation, Miss Semple testified, her |, 


mother told her: “What I said still 
goes—uniless you intend to do as 
Mr. Knight and Mr. Andrews di- 
rect, you cannot come back to An- 
gelus Temple.“ 

“Mother shouted over the phone: 

I want Mr. Knight to be responsible 
only to me,“ Miss Semple testi- 
tied. 
„I told her: Mother, I've seen too 
many men come and go as business 
manager at the Temple during the 
past few years. They all smile at 
you, call you dear sister, praise you, 
pat you on the back and flatter 
you, but cost you a great deal of 
money in the end, because you re- 
fuse to take advice from your real 
friends.’” 


Warning From Mother. 

Jacob Moidel, former Angelus 
Temple attorney, testified yesterday 
he had heard Mrs. Minnie Ken- 
nedy warn her daughter, Aimee 
Semple McPherson, against “getting 
mixed up with any more married 
men.” 

“Aimee,” he said Mrs. Kennedy 
told the evangelist over the tele- 
phone, “I don’t want you getting 
mixed up with any more married 
men. I have had to pay thousands 
upon thousands of dollars for love 
letters you have written to men with 
wives.” 

Moidel, suitor of Roberta Semple, 
appeared as a witness in Miss 
Semple’s suit. 

Earlier the attorney described a 
scene at the parsonage, during 
which he said he accused Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson of being in love with Giles 
Knight. Miss Semple declared at 
that time, he testified, that her

MINIMUM WAGE BILL 
PASSED IN NEW YORK 


Act, Sponsored by Governor, 
Applies to Women and 
Children. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., April 22.—The 
Assembly passed a new minimum 
wage bill, applicable to women and 
children, yesterday, by a vote of 
147 to 3. 

The bill already has passed the 
Senate, and Gov. Lehman, who 
sponsored it, is expected to sign it. 

The measure is patterned after 
New York’s 1933 act invalidated 
by the United States Supreme Court 
last June, and the Washington 
State law recently upheld by the 
United States Supreme Court. 


The preamble states “women and | 


minors are employed in some occu- 
pations in the State for wages in- 
sufficient to provide adequate main- 
tenance and to protect health, and 
unreasonably low and not fairly 
commensurate with the value of the 
services rendered. Such a condi- 
tion is contrary to public interest, 
and public policy commands its reg- 
ulation.” 

The statement of public policy 
asserts “it is the declared public 
policy that women and minors em- 
ployed in any occupation should 
receive wages sufficient to provide 
adequate maintenance and to pro- 
tect their health.”

OUTH’S rebid of two no trump 

was an underbid. He had the 

values for a jump to three no 
trump. Of course North’s three 
spades over the actual bid of two 
no trump was bad. He had far 
from adequate spade support. He 
should have rebid his own suits. 
Then, when South raised the hearts 
on the third round, for North to 
have given another spade raise and, 
finally, to have taken five spades to 
a slam, was nothing short of crimi- 
nal, 

Peculiarly enough, however, the 
six spade contract actually reached 
should have been just as easy of 
fulfillment (after the first trick) as 
six hearts would have been. The de- 
clarer’s error was in attempting to 
return to his own hand with a 
heart. The fact that West had led 
that suit should have been a warn- 
ing. After cashing the spade ace, 
the diamond king should have been 
used as entry card, and the king- 
queen and a low spade led. All de- 
clarer had to do was to count the 
tricks in sight and note that if the 
spades broke 4-3 (or if the jack and 
ten should drop on the first two 
rounds in case there were a 52 
split) 12 tricks were clearly in sight, 
namely, four spades, five hearts, 
two diamonds and one club. 

Aside from North’s bad bidding, 
the rea] culprit in this hand was 
East. He made it extremely simple 
for declarer when he woodenly 
played the heart queen to the first 
trick, thereby establishing dummy's 
entire suit. Without that play de- 
clarer’s problem would have been 
more difficult.

Not that Miss Tennant would 
have the average woman dress in 
slacks 24 hours a day as many of 
the residents of the Hollywood 
movie colony are pictured as do- 
ing, but she would have them ap- 
pear in some Version of sports 
clothes for most occasions except 
formal dinner parties. 

“Eight different women can step 
into the same sports frock and look 
smart in as many different ways,” 
contends the coach and designer. 
“Women are extremely natural 
when they are wearing sports 
clothes in contrast to their attitude 
when they put on an elaborate cos- 
tume which expresses the person- 
ality of its designer.” * 


As for the choice of sports wear, 
this depends upon the interests of 
the woman and her figure, as well 
as upon the climate.

Miss Tennant calls herself a ten- 
nis nut” and is most interested at 
the moment in the success of Alice 
Marble, whom she considers her 
own “find” and practically 
adopted, Miss Marble makes her 
home with Miss Tennant, and her 
sister and replies upon her as a 
daughter would. They expect to ar- 
rive in England sufficiently in ad- 
vance of the start of the Wimble- 
don tournament to practice intense- 
ly and give the coach an opportun- 
ity to study any new technic which 
she wishes her protege to use.

He noticed that it the 
thermometer went into the red end 
of. the spectrum, the temperature 
went up, and even more surprising 
was the fact that if he moved it 
beyond the red, where there was 
no light to be seen, the thermome- 
ter went even higher. 

The next year Ritter was ex- 
perimenting with the spectrum 
rays on various chemicals, and he 
found that there were certain visi- 
ble rays beyond the violet end of 
the spectrum which would darken 
silver chloride. 

These discoveries have within 
the present century, been utilized 
in various forms of light treatment 
to increase the heat of a part in 
the treatment of many diseases. 
Everyone knows the beneficial ef- 
fect of heat in painful conditions, 
no matter where located. In the 
old days, the only means we had 
to create this heat was by hot 
water bags or hot oils or hot com- 
presses. With the use of lights, 
however, we can produce far great- 
er and more penetrating heat.

LECTRICAL waves similar to 

those used for the production of 

radio have been used for the 
creation of even higher degrees of 
internal heat. This so-called dia- 
thermy consists/of metal plates ap- 
plied to the surface of the skin, in 
which high frequency radio waves 
are set up and will generate heat. 
in the body tissues due to the re- 
sistance offered by the tissues to 
the electric current forced through 
them. This resistance is greater 
in the case of diseased and in- 
flamed tissues and, therefore, if 
there is an inflammatiion deep in- 
side a joint, the diathermy wave 
will create heat just exactly at 
that special spot instead of on the 
surface of the body, such as the 
hot water bottle or electric pad. 

This is probably the most effi- 
cient method of applying heat to 
painful and inflamed tissues under- 
neath the surface of the body and 
in some instances, as in arthritis 
and pelvic inflammations in wom- 
en, it is wonderfully effective, even 
obviating the necessity for surg- 
ical operation. 

Heat is now used, however, for 
many general diseases, it having 
been found that the production of 
a high fever is beneficial in many 
generalized infections and constitu- 
tional diseases. All the venereal 
diseases are better treated with 
the aid of artificial fever, and are 
sometimes treated by it exclu- 
sively.

O fewer than five readers have 
NY aucstiones my ideas against the 

clipping of dogs in hot weath- 
er.
